AWAY WITH. HITS, 


HOME PAPER'S STERN 
_ COM MENT. ‘ 


The question of the expediency 
of the continuance of the chit 
system, which has been hallowed 
by long. usage, every now and 
then ‘is debated in Far Eastern 
ports ., ‘and plades, remarks the 
China Express end Telegraph 
(London.) Not long ,since’” it 
occupied the attention ‘of the 
Legislative Council of Hongkong, 
and again more _ recently 
Shanghai has been ventilating the, 
subject. In ‘days gone by, and 
with more or less fixed commun 
ties, the chit system was very,con= 
venient, and served its purpose 
well. The coming and going of 
the foreign ‘community in the Far 
East is now very much greater, 
and, besides, there is a large 
population that -only passes 
by. The times have greatly 
changed,. and‘with them the ad- 
visablity of many customs which,’ 
admirable as they undoubtedly 
were in their day, that-day has 
passed. The number of acertajn 
type of young man, who,is not 
blessed because his chits are taken, 
has greatly increased. , When 
business was spread over. 2 long 
period, and there were no cables 
by which it could be settled, if not 
between sunrise and sundown, 
at least within a, day ar two, 
the chit was, as it ‘were, a part of 
the system.- But as now. the 
larger business is potthrough 
with greater. rapidity, so should 
the personal and individual ine 
debtedness be completed at the 
time by a cash payment. There 
is also the moral side, 


part of the \young man. If 
there’ Was nota conv enient come 
| pradore‘to, meet the chits at the 
end of the month, there would be 
lacking the inducement to spend; 
ready cash has a singularly 
sobering, effect oh expenditure, 
Generally speaking except for a 
limited number of sojourners in 
the Far East, it would be better 
that the chit systeni should be 
aracually eliminated from. the 
day's proceedings. There would 
be a healthier position all round, 


and the effect of the abandonment 


of the habit should be that goods 
should, be cheaper, because bad 
debts would be few or none, and 
the present position: of those who 
paid would be better by’. the 
elimination of those who de not 
pay.

been successful in their opposition 
to the China Trade Mark Law on 
the! two distinct issues involved:

safety of trade marks was threaten- 
ed by the nature of the bureau 
andthe nature of the tribunals.to 
decide disputes.
